Xo year will show the benefits of 


a. silo as much as will the present 
one.. The hay crop is short and 
grain feeds are high and it is up to 
the farmer to make the most of all 
the feed he has. A silo not 
only 
gives the cheapest dairy feed but it 
also gives the best Besides it will 
make your hay crop go more than 
twice as far and your cattle .will 
be giving more milk. Every fann- 
er not having a silo who intends to 
keep 7 or 8 cows over winter, 
should consider seriously Ihe build- 
ing of one. The saving in feed this 
one year will almost 
pay 
for 
it. Then too, this is the year 
we 
should do our best to get the most 
good out of everything and there 
is no way by which we can gel near 
the feeding value out of cc-ra

It 
turns aside to give a first reading to 
the outlawry bill. .
